FOUND: SPEEDY SLED TANK 
| WITH AIRPLANE PROPELLER 


COPENHAGEN, Jan. 11 (AP). 


INNISH troops on the Suo- 

mussalmi front were report- 

ed today to have captured 
a “sled tank” which the Scan- 
dinavian press characterized as 
“Stalin’s secret weapon.”

ROOSEVELT SAID 
10 FAVOR A TAX 
UN INCOME TAX 


Budget Message Virtually 
Eliminated Other Sources 
For Defense, Officials 
Think. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt looks with fa- 
vor on a 10 per cent super-tax on 
the income tax to pay emergency 
national defense costs, administra- 
tion officials said today, but he 
wants congressional leaders to take 
the initiative in framing proposals. 


The super-tax might be applied 
retroactively to 1939 income as well 
as to 1940 income. A taxpayer 
would compute his levy in the 


virtually eliminated all but income 
tax sources for new revenues when 
he specified that the new taxes 
ought to be “according to ability 
to pay and avoid taxes which de- 
crease consumer purchasing pow- 
er.” 

He also has indicated support of 
the reported super-tax by talking 
publicly of the success of a simi- 
lar levy which he sponsored when 
Governor of New York. 

The budget has caused some of- 
ficials to wonder whether the time 
might be ripe for broadening the 
income tax base, a project previ- 
ously indorsed in principle and re- 
jected as impractical by many 
Treasury officials and the Presi- 
dent. This would involve lower 
exemptions and higher rates for 
persons in the lower and middle in- 
come brackets. 

Treasury officials who declined 
to voice any opinion about the su- 
per-tax idea, estimated that it 
could, in two years, about raise the 
$460,000,000 specified by the Presi- 
dent. ;

ADMIRAL ASSERTS 
NAVY'S PROGRAM 


A COMPROMIS 


Says Full Consideration of 
Chance of Allies’ Defeat 


Would Warrant Many 
More Ships. 


REGARDS PRESENT 


PLANS AS MODERATE 


Stark Also Tells Committee 


Construction Will Begin 
As Soon As Funds Are 
Available. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP).— 


- Admiral Harold R. Stark told Con- 


gress today that in considering the 
proposed $1,300,000,000 expansion of 
the fleet “we must face the pos- 
sibility of an Allied defeat” in the 
current European war. 

Testifying before the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, the chief of 
naval operations declared that in 
determining this country’s defense 
needs, the possibility that the navies 
of the European democracies might 
be wiped out must be taken into 
account. 

“Then we must measure the 
strength of any potential combina- 
tions of enemies,” he added. 

Stark declar the proposed pro- 
gram was “a compromise” and add- 
ed the most important factor in its 
favor was its “moderation.” 

The “compromise,” he said arose 
from the fact that a muchalarger 
program would be necessary to 
guarantee complete security for the 
United States. 

Stark testified the navy planned 
to begin construction, as soon as 
funds become available, on all pres- 
ently authorized new and replace- 
ment ships, as well as on the pro- 
posed expansion program, provided 
the latter is approved by Congress. 

“We are leaving nothing on pa- 
per,” he asserted. 

This was in reply to questions 
concerning a recent contention by 
Chairman Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee that the navy ought to com- 
plete the building program already 
authorized before asking for expan- 
sion. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, gave figures to show that only 
two light cruisers and seven de- 
stroyers of the 46 ships authorized 
in 1938 remain unappropriated for. 

“The error comes with regard to 
replacements,” Vinson said, “and 
confuses the minds of a great many 
people who have not kept track of 
replacements and new construc- 
tion.”

ments are of inestimable value in 
defending American export trade 
from the inroads of wartime con- 
trols and dislocations. 

“We have concluded 22 recip 
roca] trade agreements. The coun- 
tries with which agreements are 
now in effect represent about 60 
per cent of our total foreign trade. 
In these agreements, valuable con- 
cessions have been obtained for 
literally hundreds of our agricul- 
tural and non-agricultural pro- 
ducts. ... 

“Taking the average figures for 
the years 1934 and 1935 and similar 
figures for the years 1937 and 1938, 
we find that our exports to all for- 
eign countries increased by one bil- 
lion dollars, or 46 per cent. 

“This increase was obviously 
caused by several factors, out 
the role played in it by the trade 
agreements program is suggested 
by the following figures: Our ex- 
ports to trade agreement countries 
rose, during this period, by 61 per 
cent, while our exports to non- 
agreement countries increased by 
only 38 per cent.” 

Upholding the procedure by 
which the State Department 
negotiates the agreements, Hull 
pointed out that all interested par- 
ties are given an opportunity to 
present their views. Then experts 
in various Federal departments, 
and finally the President, view the 
proposals.

Hull's testimony promptly was 
challenged by Republicans.

After about a half-hour of fight- 
ing, it was said, the British flyers 
pressed on 130 miles farther—ex- 
actly the distance to Sylt. 

It was disclosed that the Royal 
Air Force bombers struck at the 
Syit seaplane base first about 
1 a. m. yesterday, after a lapse 
of time hardly more than that 
needed to fly there after the full 
extent of the German air attacks 
on shipping became known. 

Although Danish and other re 
ports indicated British and Ger- 
man flyers met four times, at least, 
yesterday—three times over Sylt 
between dawn and dusk and once 
at sea over Helgoland Bight—the 
admiralty said no R A. F. planes 
were in the Syit area after 1 a. m. 
yesterday. 

It said there was an air engage- 
ment “far out at sea,” but dis- 
claimed knowledge of events ac- 
counting for reports of Sylt bomb- 
ing raids. 

The Air Ministry said one Brit- 
ish plane was lost in a 30-minute 
running fight “far out over the 
North Sea” when an R. A. F. for- 
mation drove off a number of Ger- 
man long-range fighters and con- 
tinued “to the easterly limit of its 
reconnaissance” and back.

“But the volume of transactions 
within these funds has increased 
markedly in recent years and the 
total of the assets $44,849) is sub- 
stantial. The purposes for which 
the funds are collected and expend- 
ed are intimately connected with 
the school system and the assets 
are held as a rule by employes of 
the board—principals, teachers and 
clerks. 


“It seems probable that if there 
should arise cause for criticism of 
the management of any of these 
funds the board might be held to 
be at least morally responsible. 


Besides the lunchroom fund, the 
extra-curricular funds include 
those of student organizations at 
high schools and colleges, athletic 
funds, the milk and cracker fund

controlling expenditures are varied

The auditors made these recom- 
mendations: Adoption of uniform 
systems of recording financial

Roger J. Whiteford, who replaced

The group of some of. the old-

For one thing, it swept out 
Mayor Dickmann as president of 
the organization, a post he has 
held five years. Even before the 
voting had ended, the Mayor an- 
nounced he would quit as a result 
of the factional dispute, and that 
his close associates in the organi- 
zation probably would resign also. 

“I’m cured,” the Mayor told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “I've run 
my last race in this thing; I’ve had 
enough.” 

Firemen’s Aid Lost. 

For another, the victory appar- 
ently cost the annual fall horse 
shows the sponsorship of the Fire- 
men’s Pension Association, which 
has sold enough tickets in recent 
years to bring capacity crowds to 
the shows and enable them to op- 
erate at a profit.

ET that wrist in shape before 
(Gy start your fishing vaca- 

tion this yea and it will not 
only save you many aches and 
paing, but will also save you many 
fish during the year. If you keep 
your wrist in condition during the 
winter months you will be ready 
for the big days and will be much 
more skilled than if you neglect- 
ed your practice. 

Proper use of a bait or fly rod 
depends upon a pliant wrist that 
follows through in a co-ordinated 
manner.

TO NEGOTIATE, BUT 
BALKS AT CESSION 


Officials. Assert They Will 
Not Even Discuss Return 
of Territory to Hun- 


gary. 


BUCHAREST, Jan. 11 (AP). — 
Rumanian officials assert that 
short of any cession of territory, 
Rumania is ready for’ settlement 
of long-standing differences with 
Hungary. 

The biggest bone of contention, 
however, is Hungary’s wish for re- 
turn of Transylvania, gained by 
Rumania in the World War break- 
up of the “Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire. 

Rumanian officials said that Ru- 
mania was quite willing to begin 
talks for economic concessions and 
other moves to improve relations 
with Hungary. 

Italy’s Part in Move. 

They assert they would not 
even discuss a transfer of ter- 
ritory but the feeling grows among 
foreign diplomats that King Carol 
shortly might yield to a reported 
Italian-Hungarian proposal that 
Rumania promise territorial re- 
vision, effective after the Europ- 
ean war. In réturn, it has been 
reported, Italy and Hungary would 
support Rumania against any 
Soviet Russian attack on-+ Bessa- 
baria, a Russtan province before 
the World War. 

Italy was understood to have a 
similar plan for settling differ- 
ences between Rumania and Bul- 
garia, which desires return of the 
Dobruja district which, as is Tran- 
sylvania, is an area of mixed na- 
tionalities that Rumania took after 
the war. 

The Italian plan was understood 
to call for outright céssion of pure- 
ly Hungarian and Bulgarian dis- 
tricts contiguous to Hungary and 
Bulgaria and for plebiscites in dis- 
tricts of mixed nationality. 

A transfer of nationalities from 
districts not adjacent to the pres- 
ent frontier also was envisioned. - 

Yugoslavia in Plan for Front. 

Reports from Belgrade indicated 
that Italy was trying to draw 
Yugoslavia also into a _ front 
against possible Russian expan- 
sion into Southeast Europe. 

The Yugoslav Government an- 
nounced that the Balkan Entente 
would meet in Belgrade Feb. 2 to 
4. Entente members are Yugo- 
slavia, Rumania, Greece and Tur- 
key. It was assumed that Italian 
efforts to line up a Southeastern 
European front would be the 
center of attention with the Italian 
and Bulgarian Ministers in Bel- 
grade keeping in close contact 
with the conference.

Board of Education as required by 
school rules, Boyd, Cronk & Co., 
auditors, reported to the School 


Board yesterday. How much was || 


withheld was not made public. 


Some was spent for purposes 
which cannot be classified as “sup- 
plies,” the auditors reported. Reiss, 
who is an executive in the In- 
struction Department of the Board 
of Education and in charfge of the 
two junior colleges, spent some 
money for clerical help and travel- 
ing expenses, they found. 

A plan for charging students of 
the junior colleges for books and 
supplies, agreed on by the School 
Board Dec. 13, 1938, was not fol- 
lowed, the auditors reported. Stu- 
dents were to pay $5 a semester 
and were to get a refund at the 
end of each semester from the 
unexpended balance. Students at 
Harris Junior College got a re- 
fund of $1.25 last April 25 on their. 
first-semester deposits. Stowe 
Junior College students received 
$2.50 refunds for their fall semes- 
ter payments. 

“Summer Expenses.” 

But at the time of the examina- 
tion by the auditors in September, 
no refund had been made to stu- 
dents on their spring semester de- 
posits. There was a cash balance 
of $320 on hand at Harris Junior 
College last June 30, but this was 
retained to meet “expenses of the 
summer budget.” There was no 
explanation in the report of what 
these summer expenses were. 

Minutes of the committee of three 
administrators who direct Harris 
Junior College, headed by Reiss, 
showed that Nov. 29, 1938, the com- 
mittee recommended the $5 student 
deposit for books and supplies be 
considered a fee, with no refunds 
to students. 

Then at a meeting Jan. 3, 1939, 
Reiss reported that he, with Russell 
W. Hibbert, book and supplies di- 
rector, and W. J. Hechinger, clerk 
in the instruction department, de- 
cided to simplify the bookkeeping 
by. giving half of each $5 fee to the 
Board of Education for supplies, 
keeping the rest for use by the col- 
lege. The minutes of both college 
supervisory committee state that 
Superintendent Henry J. Gerling 
wanted the money held by Reiss 
until an approved method of han- 
dling it was de\ ised. 

At Harris Junior College, the re- 
port continued, receipts from books 
sold to students were deposited in 
Reiss’ bank account and settlement 
was made with his personal check. 
At Stowe Junior College, receipts 
fror: books were kept on hand and 
settlement with the publishers was 
made by money order. 

Direct Purchases of Books. 

Books for Junior College students 
were purchased directly from pub- 
lishers, rather than through the 
Supply Department as required by 
board rules. 

Although the rules required that 
books be sold to students at the 
contract price, plus 10 per cent, the 
auditors reported: “Ten per cent 
was not added to the cost of books 
sold to students. 

“We were able to account for all 
funds received through the above 
sources and are not suggesting that 
there has been any conversion of 
these funds. 

“But it seems to us that when 
the board establishes certain rules 
they should be followed and that, 
if the carrying out of these rules 
presents difficulties, the board 
should be so informed and asked 
to change them.” 

Rules Revised. 

The School Board at Tuesday’s 
meeting revised the 1938 rules, sub- 
stituting these: That junior cok 
lege students pay a $5 fee each) 
semester for books and supplies, 
that all the money be deposited 
with the secretary-treasurer of the 
board and that all purchases of 
supplies and expenditures for cul- 
tural and recreational activities be 
made according to board rules and 
through proper officers of the 
board from a new junior college? 
supply and text book fund, created 
from the $5 student fees. 

Reiss, supervisor of special 
educational projects, was scheduled 
to appear for questioning about 
textbooks by the instruction com- 
mittee Nov. 15, but, at the last 
moment, was not called because 
of the illness of Gerling. It was 
announced that Gerling would 
have to be present and that ques- 
tioning of Dr. Reiss would be de- 
layed until after the return of 
Gerling. The superintendent has 
returned to duty, after an extended 
iliness, but Dr. Reiss has not yet 
been called back for questioning.

We hear of “maneuvers” 
by the Russian Black Sea fleet (is 
Russia getting anxious about the 
sea communications to its oil ports 
in the Caucasus?) and of threaten- 
ing Russian troop concentrations 
on the borders of Iran or Afghan- 
istan (where any serious operations 
will require better handling that 
the attack on Finland). 

The whole Balkan-Néar Eastern 
pot is simmering. It is not boiling 
yet; but boil it may. Here the Al- 
lies may seek to create a new East- 
ern front against Germany; here 
Germany may seek to forestall 
such an attempt and incidentally 
gain Rumanian and Hungarian re- 
sources and a foothold on the Black 
Sea, looking eastward toward the 
oil fields of the Caucasus, Iraq and 
Iran; here Russia may attempt an 
“offset” victory to wipe out the ef- 
fect of its poor progress in Finland. 
In all these possibilities, the atti- 
tude of Italy is vitally important; 
and what that attitude may be, we 
do not know, we can only now be- 


gin to guess.

BRUSSELS, Jan. 11. 
UEHRER HITLER stated last 
F year in one of his speeches, 
“Germany must export or die.” 
It also has “to import or die.” 

While many persons try to ex- 
plain the present lull in the war, 
which has continued ever since the 
conquest of Poland, by stating that 
as long as Germany has a chance 
to gain an early peace it will not 
employ any methods of warfare 
too inhuman, there are reasons to 
believe that shortage of material 
already plays an important role in 
the present indecision to increase 
the intensity of aerial and land 
warfare. 

The raw material shortage is 
making itself felt especially in two 
items, namely, oil and iron ore. 
If I speak of oil this includes crude 
oil, gasoline and even lubricating 
oil. Germany’s consumption of oil 
and gasoline during the last peace 
year—1938—was 7,700,000 tons, 
Though, since the outbreak of the 
war, scrupulous economy has been 
effected by not permitting the use 
of gasoline for private. automobiles 
and by transforming heavy trucks 
into coal-gas users to save gasoline 
and oil, Germany’s present day oil 
consumption must be put at a 
minimum of 12,000,000 tons a year 
and probably is nearer 15,000,000 
tons, 

Higher consumption is due _ to 
the continuous movement of motor- 
ized troops, because no German 
troops are allowed to stay longer 
than a few weeks in the same 
place, and to continued aerial ac- 
tivity because of intensive train- 
ing of sky fighters. 

What are Germany’s resources 
in oil and gas at the present mo- 
ment? Though the Germans al- 
lege that they now can obtain 1,- 
000,000 tons of crude oil from Ger- 
man territory, this figure in real- 
ity has not yet exceeded 560,000 
tons. Oil and gasoline stocks 
were estimated by people who 
ought to know at 3,000,000 tons 
at the beginning of the war. Syn- 
thetic gasoline production still does 
not exceed 2,000,000 tong despite 
reports to the contrary. 

Though the new German agree- 
ment with Rumania has increased 
the annual supply of oil from 1,- 
100,000 to 1,600,000, the first figure 
has not yet been reached owing 
to Rumanian oil mining difficul- 
ties. 

Russia's supplies are nominal in 


face of its own requirements 
during the Finnish war and the 
Polish oil supply also is insignifi- 
cant. A neutral expert who should 
know has put the total supplies 
from Poland, Rumania and Rus- 
sia at 1,600,000 tons a year at the 
present rate. This would make 
only just above 7,000,000 tons of 
oil and gasoline available for Ger- 
many when consumption is almost 
doubled. This means that in an- 
other two or three months Ger- 
many’s oil, gasoline and lubrica- 
tion oil supplies will be reduced to 
a minimum even at the present 
rate of warfare. 

This probably is more the real 
explanation for the lack of large- 
scale air raids on England than 
“humanitarian” considerations or 
Germany's fear of reprisals, Equal- 
ly serious is the shortage of iron 
ore and Germany is putting all 
possible pressure on Sweden to get 


a larger quantity of ore, But even 


importance in Germany’s future 
existence and in the possibility of 
carrying on the war a few months 
longer.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11. 
HERE has been a great change

THE SCHOOL SCANDALS. 

Many citizens in recent weeks have been urging 
that the maze of strange doings in St. Louis public 
school affairs be searchingly explored. Their re- 
quests are being answered, and in an emphatic way. 
Th fact, startling developments and disclosures now 
are coming so thick and fast as almost to confuse the 
beholder. 

The report of its investigations of the building 
department, books and supplies and extra-curricular 
funds by Boyd, Cronk & Co., auditors, answers many 
questions, and raises even more new ones, Similarly, 
the new light just cast on the mysterious financial 
doings of Russell W. Hibbert, director of books, sup- 
plies and equipment, serves merely to underscore the 
need for illuminating the whole story. The same is 
true of the additiona] facts brought out in regard*to 
the juggling of Pupils’ Relief Fund affairs, of which 
Superintendent Gerling is custodian. 

Complicated as the new disclosures are, the out- 
line of the schoo] scandals itself is clear... For 
years, wholesale mismanagement has been going on, 
participated in or tolerated by key officials of the 
system. Records have been sloppily kept, or not at 
all. 
terials wasted, unnecessary employes hired. Under 
the building department's previous commissioner, 
contractors were paid for needless “extras” and al- 
lowed to substitute inferior materials, a practice that 
not only wasted the taxpayers’ money but perhaps 
jeopardized pupils’ lives. ‘Thousands of textbooks 
have disappeared, and even such large.and unwieldy 
objects as portable School buildings have vanished. 

It is an astonishing expose of inefficiency, crim- 
inal neglect and wanton extravagance—and the full 
story has not been told. Where does all this leave 
those apologists who cried “persecution” when the 
public began to demand an airing of the whole reek- 
ing mess? It leaves them running for cover, as the 
wobbly structure of secrécy and sham crumbles. 

A prime example of sham is the Pupils’ Relief 
Fund, regarding which Dr. Gerling has given reit- 
erated and eloquent assurance that all is well. But 
what sort of fund is this that has to borrow heavily 
—$17,500 in five years—from another fund, the 
lunchroom surplus, to meet the demands for assist- 
ance to needy pupils? 

The reason, it is explained, was to avoid losing 
the interest from the securities Dr. Gerling had 
bought for the relief fund. (A listing of those se- 
curities, incidentally, has not yet seen the light of 
day.) It is a strange philanthropic fund indeed 
that cannot be used for the purpose intended by its 
donors, the school teachers and other employes, but 
must be held sacred while another school fund is 
tapped. And not only that, but this charitable fund 
actually pays $259 interest (donated by school em- 
ployes, be it remembered) to the other school fund

latedly by way of London, reveal that the Spanish 
dictator hagsbanned a long and serious pastoral 
by the Cardinal Archbishop of Toledo, Primate ot 
the Spanish Church, Isidro Goma y Tomas, The 
pastoral, entitled “Lessons of the War and Duties 
of the Peace,” was published} according to custom, 
in the Ecclesiastical Bulletin of the Primate’s See in 
the Toledo Archdiocese. Setting out forthrightly 
the position of the Catholic Church in Franco's 
Spain, it said in part: 

In Nationalist Spain there has not taken place 
the moral and religious reaction which was 
hoped for from the nature of the movement and 
from the great trial to which we are subjected 
by the justice of God. It is painful to note 
that the fulfillment of the holy commandments 
of the Law of God and of the Church is not 
what was to be expected after receiving such 
a tremendous lesson. 

As is practice, copies were sent to the press for 
publication. But printing was promptly banned by 
the Franco Government. The order forbidding news- 
papers to print so much as a word of the letter 
was issued by the official censorship, directed by 
Ramon Serrano Suner, a brother-in-law of Franco. 

But that is not all. The Cardinal’s summary of 
the lessons of the war and the duties of the peace 
was shut off from Catholics in their churches. 
This provoked a protest in the Ecclesiastical Bulle- 
tin. To that the Franco Government made speedy 
answer: it confiscated the edition of the protest- 
ing bulletin. When the Official Catholic Bulletin of 
the Diocese of Pamplona was bold enough to repub- 
lish the pastoral in full, it only brought seizure 
on itself. Here the matter rests today, according 
to a review in the London Tablet, regarded by 
many persons as the leading Catholic journal pub- 
lished in English. 

The canons of the Catholic Church give its Bish- 
ops the duty and right to publish for their diocese 
“whatever interests the people’s training in Chris- 
tian doctrine.” Franco has seen fit to suppress a 
church letter written by a venerable among the 
Cardinals. He need not wonder if many who late- 
ly supported his cause now watch him with ques- 
tioning and critical eye.

A HOUSE CLEANING IN THE WPA. 

Col. B. Marvin Casteel makes an excellent begin- 
ning in his new post as Missouri WPA administrator 
with his order to separate political activity from 
work relief in compliance with the Hatch Act. He 
has put it up to WPA administrative employes fairly 
and squarely: Quit your posts in party politics or 
get out of the WPA. 

Twenty-six county Democratic committee members 
who hold WPA positions have been told to make 
this choice. Twenty other WPA employes, thought 
to be holders of offices in the party machinery, 
have also been notified, while 21, whose wives are 
members of county committees, have been cautioned 
to avoid all appearance, as well, of political activity. 

Altogether, 79 persons have heard from Col. Cas- 
teel. Not one of them is a Republican; all are Demo- 
crats. That is proof enough that the Pendergast 
crowd, operating through the discredited Matthew 
S. Murray, now indicted for income-tax evasion, 
seized Missouri's work-relief organization as its own 
spoils province.

Attacks on one group open way to attacking others, Supreme Court 
appointee says; warns Americans against gospel of hate, now grown 
into barbarism abroad; laws alone cannot check violation of nation’s 
traditions; they must be backed by public support of democracy. 


From an Address by Attorney-General Murphy Before the National. Conference 
of the United Palestine Appeal in Washington. 


OR many of the human family, the peri- 
F od we live in is one of heartbreak and 

tragedy. Helplessly, the humble un- 
known thousands whose only wants are 
bread and peace see their homelands over- 
run by invading armies, their homes and 
fields ravaged by the lightning strokes of 
war. Life for them is a nightmare of de- 
struction and hate, too horrible to be be- 
lieved, if it were not that the harsh facts 
lie before their eyes. 

In such an era, earnest efforts on the 
other side of the ledger—endeavors to find 
and to build homes for the homeless and 
oppressed—must come to men of good will 
as a source of cheer and encouragement. 

In large sections of the world where the 
lamps of reason have gone out or have flick- 
ered low, enlightened effort to improve the 
lot of all men has given way to a resurgence 
of bigotry and intolerance as cruel and as 
barbarous as history has ever recorded. And 
today, as in the olden time, it is the Jewish 
people—homeless, and so the least able to 
defend themselves—who have suffered first 
and suffered the hardest. Once again they 
have served as the most readily available 
scapegoats for those who accept force as 
their gospel and find virtue in refusing to 
be guided by the laws of reason or of God. 

But the world will maké a grave mistake 
if from these facts it concludes that the re- 
vival of intolerance is primarily or peculiarly 
a Jewish problem. For already it is ap- 
parent that the Jews are serving not mere- 
ly as a scapegoat but as a smoke-screen to 
conceal more aggressive designs of power- 
mad men. : 

Already those who started out and who 
continue to bait the Jews are baiting Protes- 
tants and Catholics whenever they find 
that they have the force to succeed and that 
the loot makes their effort worthwhile. The 
worship of force is not only anti-Jewish; it 
is anti-Christian; it is a revolt against rea- 
gon and God, 


This is not a lesson for Europe alone, or 
simply for lands other than our own, It is 
a lesson that Americans also need to learn 
and to carry with them through life as an 
inseparable part of their citizenship. For 
the virus of anti-Semitism has made iitseif 
felt here as_well as abroad. 

The purveyors of hatred, the provokers of 
division and strife, the swaggering aposties 
of force and violence, are methodically and 
with premeditation laboring to bring to the 
United States the same conditions of group 
hatred and civil war that have destroyed 
the peace of Europe. 

Treacherously, they camouflage their true 
nature by representing themselves to the 


preserve democracy, but the devotion of a 
people who have the good sense to realize 
that intolerance is no respecter of persons— 
that, once unleashed, it has no regard for 
religion or race or economic status or, least 
of all, for that dignity of the individual 
which lies at the basis of our civilization. 
Democracy in America will be saved if, as 
a people, we are wise enough to know that 
if we do not respect others’ faiths, the day 
may come when other men will not respect 
our faiths. 

There are some things in this area of 
transition on which all cannot agree, some 
matters of national policy about which there 
are bound to be honest differences of opin- 
ion. But there is one question of policy 
that should not and must not divide us. 
Should it eventually do so, the end of Ameri- 
can democracy will not be far behind. 

That policy is the creed of tolerance 
which for a century and a half has sustained 
civil liberty and representative government 
in this land.

There is no hope for us in turning away 
from that policy. And those who preach 
that we will prosper by doing 80 preach a 
black and destructive doctrine. They preach 
a doctrine that is the betrayal of everything 
that the Fathers of the Republic hoped and 
planned for. They preach a philosophy that 
can bring nothing but hate and misery and 
ruin to this nation, which has become great 
only through harmony and mutual faith 
among those who built it. 

America was not built by anti-Semitism, 
or anti-Protestantism, or hatred for the 
Catholics, or by the fantastic doctrines of 
racial superiority that are practiced else 
where. America was built to greatness by 
a partnership of men and women who rep- 
resent every race and nationality that in- 
habits the globe. 

The good things of life that you and I en- 
joy, we owe not to Catholics alone, or Jews 
alone, or Englishmen or frish alone; we do 
not owe them to Aryans or non-Aryans 
alone, or to white or black alone; we owe 
them to all God's children of every color and 
nation and creed. 

What folly, what awful tragedy, what dis- 
loyalty, to talk of dissolving that God-in- 
spired partnership now when democracy 
needs it most!

JONAS LIE, NOTED MARINE

Norwegian-Born Artist, Friend of 
Roosevelt, Achieved Fame 
While Working in Factory. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (AP).—Jo- 

nas Lie, 59 years old, one of the 

world’s leading marine and land-

King in Address to Parliament 
Gives No Suggestion, of 
Military Help. 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 11 (AP).— 
King Gustaf V, in a speech from 
the throne, said today the Swedish 

people's desire to help Finland was 
manifested unmistakably in human- 
itarian aid, but he gave no sug- 
gestion of possible military assist- 
ance in the war against Soviet 
Russia. — 

“Finland's involvement in armed 
conflict touches the Swedish people 
in the deepest way,” the King said. 
“The willingness to hurry assist- 
ance to a brother people is mani- 
fested unmistakably. Sweden feels 
an obligation to give Finland's 
brave people every material humani- 
tarian help which is possible while 
heeding its own position.” 

This last phrase was regarded as 
an allusion to Sweden's official at- 
titude of neutrality. 

Sweden is determined to defend 
its own independence under all cir- 
sumstances, the King said, a senti- 
ment voiced also by Prime Minister 
Per Albin Hansson, who spoke lat- 
er. 

As members of the Riksdag met 
in the throne room to hear the 
King and Prime Minister, they 
learned that Sweden's record 
budget of 800,000,000 kronor (about 
$200,000,000) for military defense in 
the next fiscal year would cause a 
deficit for the first time in many 
years. 

The budget for ordinary expenses 
was placed at 1,457,000,000 kronor 
(about $366,000,000), with an esti- 
mated income of 1,692,000,000 kro- 
nor (about $423,000,000), but the 
military budget was set up as a 
special item outside this. 


U. S. to Grant $10,000,000 Credit to 
Norway. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP).— 
Jesse Jones, Federal Loan Admin- 
istrator, announced yesterday that 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration and the Export-Import 
Bank would establish credits to 
Norway up to $10,000,000. 
The credits, Jones said, would be 
used for the purchase in this coun- 
try of agricultural products and 
other supplies.

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 11 (AP).— 
Reports were received here today 
that more than 100 Soviet Russian 
officers had been called back from 
the Finnish front, some of them to 
face trial before special courts.

The Russian Commissariat deal- 
ing with supplies was reported 
especially to be under a penetrating 
inquiry, which, it was said, already 
has led to executions. 

Immediate verification of the re- 
ports was lacking. 


Moscow Shakes Up Aviation Com- 
missariat, Fires Chief. 
MOSCOW, Jan..11 (AP).—Soviet 
Russia has a new Commissar for 
its aviation industry. The official 
news agency, Tass, announced last 
night that Mikhail M. Kaganovich 
had been relieved as Commissar 
and “transferred to another post.” 
His successor, M. Shakhurin, is 
a newcomer to high Russian offi- 

cialdom. ‘ 

No reason was given for the 
change. Kaganovich, brother of 
Lazarus Kaganovich, a confidant 
of Joseph Stalin and administrator 
in several successive key positions, 
formerly was Assistant Commissar 
of the defense industru in which 
capacity he visited Washington in 
1937. 

As administrative head of the de- 
fense industry, Kaganovich planned 
assembly line production of planes 
and sought to step up and improve 
manufacture of tanks and guns. 

A year ago the administration 
of the defense industry was divid- 
ed into departments for aviation, 
ship-building, ammunition and arm- 
ament. Kaganovich took the avia- 
tion commissariat. 

The Tass announcement last 
night saig also that Y. A. Yakovlev, 
chairman of the Credentials Com- 
mittee of the All-Union Congress, 
and Prof. Voronin, an authority on 
airplane construction and design, 
had been appointed as assistants to 
the new aviation commissar. 

Sharing foreigners’ interest in 
the transfer of Kaganovich was a 
new attack on Great Britain in the 
Communist party newspaper Prav- 
da. A special article, published yes- 
terday, charged the British were 
trying to extend the European war 
to Southeastern Europe.

The berries 
grow successfully only in a few 
places since they need the acid soil 
of peat bogs and plenty of water 
for irrigation when they are threat- 
ened by frost or insects. 

Not so long ago cranberries were 
sold only by the quart measure 
from a. wooden. barrel that the 
grocer kept in a place of honor 
during November and December, 
Now cranberries are available 
throughout the winter. They are 
stored under controlled conditions 
and the grocer buys only a small 
lot at a time. Often select berries 
come wrapped in pound or, half- 
pound packages. Some of the crop 
is canned, too, as read-to-serve cran- 
berry sauce, cranberry jelly, or 
cranberry juice. Then there are 
the frozen cranberries which may 
be used like the fresh ones to make 
colorful dishes throughout the year. 

Different Varieties. 

Several different varieties of the 
fresh berries are on the market 
today, but they all taste and look 
pretty much alike when cooked. 
However, some people prefer the 
small, deep garnet red berries be- 
cause they give brighter color to a 
sauce and may be a bit less tart 
in taste. In other parts of the 
country the. larger,. light crimson 
berries are most popular. But the 
color and size of the berries makes 
little difference in determining 
quality. The best berries are firm, 
plump, and fresh-looking with a 
high luster. It pays for the home- 
maker to sort the cranberries care- 
fully before cooking because even a 
few poor berries may give a bitter 
taste to the finished product. Dis- 
card berries that are. shriveled, 
speckled, or soft even when the 
skin is firm. 

Tradition has it that when the 
old-time seafaring men sailed out 
of New England harbors to Africa 
and around the Horn, they stocked 
the cook’s galley with a barrel of 
cranberries. Sometimes as the sail- 
ors passed they grabbed a handful 
of the berries and ate them raw 
as they stood their watch, 

Nobody had heard of vitamins. 


ired berry helped keep them fit, 
helped ward off scurvy, the disease 
dreaded by crews shipping for long 
voyages, 

Now science has discovered that 
cranberries may add considerable 
vitamin C to the diet when they 
are served in generous portions. 
‘Science also explains that vitamin 
‘C tends to be destroyed by heat 
and by exposure to air, and the food 
value of cranberries varies accord- 
ing to the way they are prepared. 
Most of the vitmain C is available 
when the berries are used raw, as 
in freshly made relish or molded 
salad; some is lost when they are 
made into sauce, and even more is 
‘destroyed when the sauce is 
strained or the juice made into 


jelly. 


Cranberry Relish. 

Cranberry relish is one of the 
most popular ways to serve the. raw 
fruit. It can be made in almost 
no time by grinding together 
through the food chopper one 
pound (one quart) of raw cranber- 
ries and ome orange. Quarter the 
orange and remove the seeds, but 
use both the pulp and the skin of 
‘the orange. Sweeten this relish 
to taste with about one cup of 
sugar or strained honey, stirred into 
the ground fruit, and add one- 
fourth teaspoon of salt to bring out 
‘the flavor. Put the relish in a cov- 
ered jar in the refrigerator and it 
will keep for two or three weeks 
por: be ready to serve with any kind 
of meat or poultry, 

Cranberry sauce and jelly remain 
popular as side dishes for the main 
course, but these old favorites may 
be combined with cream cheese or 
peanut butter to make attractive 
sandwiches or canapes. When 
spread on slices of cold chicken, 
cranberry jelly adds zest to a hearty 
sandwich. 

The sauce or jelly can be made 
easily, because the high pectin and 
high acid content of the berries en- 
ables them to jelly quickly. But 
this same acid tends to make cran- 
berry jelly “weep” after it is cut 
and this oozing liquid looks wnat- 
tractive on the plate.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP).— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
took direct control of the Farm 
Credit Administration today and 
instructed its officials to find ways 
of re-establishing delinquent bor 
rowers on a sound basis that would 
“maintain the integrity” of the 
Federal Land Bank system. 
Former Gov, F. F. Hill of the 
FCA suspended foreclosures on 
delinquent farm mortgages last 
fall. Extensions and delinquent in- 
stallments on loans and other items 
due from borrowers totaled $43,- 
477,000 on Sept. 30. 

In addition, the. FCA had $154, 
709,000 invested in foreclosed farms, 
loans called for foreclosure and 
Sheriffs’ certificates of sale un- 
der foreclosure proceedings. This 
latter item was $13,284,000 greater 
than a year earlier. 

Differences of opinion between 
Wallace and Hill over the handling 
of delinquent loans led to Hill's 
resignation and the appointment of 
E. G. Black as his successor. Wal- 
lace made Black directly responsi- 
ble to him, Previously the FCA 
had operated as an independent 
agency. 

Wallace said in a communication 
to FCA employes that he indorsed

SWEET POTATOES LOOK GAYER AND GAIN IN FLAVOR WHEN FIXED WITH TANGERINES. 


S there bickering in your fam- 
| ay over the same old vegetables 
served in the same old way? 
Then it’s time to make some 
changes. Brighten up the old re- 
liables with a dashing sauce, snap- 
py topper or a novel flavor blend. 
Add color contrasts and garnish 
touches. Cut the vegetables into 
different shapes and vary some by 
fashioning them into round, ring 
or loaf moulds. Put in fruits and 
fruit juices for subtle seasonings. 
Here is a carrot ring — new 
and vitamin filled. The ring can 
be used as a meat substitute for 
luncheon, supper or dinner. Cook 
carrots in boiling salted water un- 
til tender, then press through a 
coarse sieve. Take two cupsful 
(about three cups of cubed un- 
cooked will make this much) and 
add three tablespoons melted but- 
ter, one-fourth teaspoon each of 
chopped parsley, onion and pap- 
rika, two tablespoons flour and 
one-half cup soft bread crumbs. 
Mix in one-half teaspoon of salt, 
three eggs, beaten, and two-thirds 
cup hot milk. Pour the mixture 
into a well buttered ring mould. 
Bake 30 minutes in a pan of hot 
water in a moderate oven. Un- 
mould carefully, fill and surround 
with creamed mushrooms, buttered 
green beans, cheese sauce or but-

Carrot balls go fancy when mixed 
in with creamed potatoes, hard- 
cooked eggs or celery. Cook the 
carrots and then cut out ball with 
a French vegetable cutter.

A mixture of grated cheese and 
chopped parsley dresses up the tops 


of plain, seasoned green beans, tur-

er. Slip under the broiler for a sec- 
ond to brown. Grated hard-cooked 
egg yolks and chopped pimientos or 
reen peppers also dress up the tops 
of escalloped mixtures. Add top- 
ping during the last 10 minutes of 
baking. 


CORN IS A good mixer. It ties 
up flavorfully with cooked eggplant 
cubes, celery, tomatoes or okra. 
Serve it well seasoned in creamed 
or escalloped forms. 

For a new meat or fowl garnish 
there are parsnip cakes.. Cook and 
mash parsnips, season well with 
salt, pepper, celery salt and butter. 
Shape into %-inch cakes, roll in 
flour or cereal flakes and brown 
well. Or put cooked parsnip cubes 
into vegetable batter. Fry as usual 
and serve hot with celery sauces, 
meat gravy or creamed chicken or 
fish. (That’s an idea for leftovers). 


Spinach is open to several serving 
suggestions. Press cooked spinach 
into a buttered ring, bake 10 min- 
utes, unmold, fill and surround with 
hot buttered beets, seasoned with a 
little chopped sweet pickle relish. Or 
sprinkle the top of the hot seasoned 
spinach with chopped salted pea- 
nuts and cheese. Surround with 
baked apricots, generously spread 
with orange and lemon juices. 

And a mound of spinach, covered 
with creamed mushrooms and with 
a spiced pea garnish offers A 
worthy change. 

For a pungent sauce made _ to 
serve over green beans, cabbage, 
kale or onions, put a little nutmeg 
into a very creamy white or tomato 
sauce.

Importance of 


Teaching Child . > 
To Read Well 


By Angelo Patri 


DO NOT worry about the book 

education of a child who can 

learn to read. If he reads well, 
and by reading I mean understand- 
ing what he reads so he puts it in 
clear English, he can educate him- 
self. That means I do not worry 
about an I. Q. of a hundred, or 
even one of 90, if that child can 
read intelligently. 

Many a child cannot learn to do 
arithmetic in the grade that re- 
quires it. When I meet such a 
child, I center on teaching him to 
read intelligently. I begin with the 
simplest statements in arithmetic, 
have the child read them, state 
what they mean in clear language, 
write that statement, and let it go 
at that. The arithmetic processes 
can wait until the background is 
prepared for them through intelli- 
gent reading. 

This holds good for all the other 
subjects. A child never grows 
evenly, never develops his powers 
equally and at the same time. One 
power drives ahead, another lags. 
Then the process is reversed and 
the ene slows down and the other 
forges ahead. Always there is a 
forward movement, but within it 
is the back-and-forth movemenit 
as well. That is why an I. Q 
changes. It does change, no mat- 
ter what anybody says to the con- 
trary. I have seen it again and 
agein. Take the I. Q. as a tenta- 
tive measure, a fact of today; use 
it for program purposes, but don't 
make it a finality. There is no 
a in life, much less in child- 


I believe that children in the ele- 
mentary grades ought to read aloud 
daily to the class and teacher. Si- 
lent reading may be all right for 
those who know how to read, but it 
is dangerous for those who have not 
the ability perfected. There is noth- 
ing easier than for a child to read 
himself into mental 


foundation for all other teaching. 
Tt ie she who teaches a child to read 
well, and so opena the way for all 
other learning to reach him.

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Adolescence

GREAT problem of adolescence 
is anemia. This may be very 
insidious and entirely escape 
attention, but I think anyone who 
deals with large groups of adoles- 
cent children must notice the high 


‘incidence of pallor. This probably 


indicates anemia whether the blood 
examination shows it or not. 

The anemia of adolescence is 
usually one in which the number 
of red cells is not reduced, although 
the coloring matter of the blood 
shows a more or less significant re- 
duction. 

The old-fashionea “green sick- 
ness” in girls was a form of primary 
anemia called “chlorosis.” We are 
told on eminent authority that this 
has disappeared off the earth. The 
explanation of the disappearance 
of chlorosis has been that the nu- 
trition of the modern age is. better 
than that of other periods. We 
have a large supply of fresh foods 
during the winter, including fresh 
meats, which was not true in our 
parents’ time, and we also have 
green vegetables and fruits with a 
high iron content all the year 
‘round now. All of which goes to 
prevent the development of chlor- 
osis. 

Chiorosis is due to iron deficiency 
and its treatment is very simple; 
it consists in the feeding of iron. 
The argument for the réasons of 
the disappearance of chlorosis, that 
we have more iron in our food now, 
is therefore plausible. 

I am not sure, however, that 
chlorosis has disappeared quite as 


much as we are led to believe. I see 


cases every once in a while in the 
clinic and I find that they are not 
recognized because the subject of 
chlorosis is not taught emphatically 
to modern physicians. 

The principal symptoms of chlo- 
rosis are digestive, consisting of loss 
of appetite and a liking for particu- 
lar kinds of food. This appetite 
change may be more cause than 
effect because the foods which are 
preferred are candy and other proc- 
essed foods which contain little iron 
or vitamins.

THE EXAMINATION of the 
blood, as it is done in a routine way 
by a technician in a laboratory, may 
show little indication to a physician 
that chlorosis exists. The old clini- 
cians who made the diagnosis of 
chlorosis did so because they made 
their own body examinations, a 
custom which, unfortunately, in 
modern times, has largely gone out 
of fashion. 

Anemia, then, is a problem of 
adolescence which is often over- 
looked and disregarded. The diag- 
nosis can be as much on the ap- 
pearance of the child as on tech- 
nical blood examinations. 

I think it is proper to advise, 
however, that in the routine exam- 
ination of the adolescent, the blood 
should be checked at least once a 
year. 

The other important routine ex- 
amination of the adolescent is for 
tuberculosis and it is, of course, 
possible that adolescent anemia may 
have tuberculosis as its causative 
background. 

In all events, there can be no 
harm in careful attention to the 
adolescent’s nutrition, particularly 
with reference to seeing that he 
has plenty of iron in the food. 

Questions and Answers. 

K. E. T.: “Have I any reason to 
be worried about running a temp- 
erature of 99 to 100, that is, off 
and on, all winter? It is normal in 
the morning and evening. It goes 
up about 11 and stays up till 5 
o'clock. I am not weak and have 
no cough.” 

Answer: Such a condition cer 
tainly demands investigation, in- 
cluding an X-ray of the chest. It 
suggests a chronic infection, pos- 
sibly early tuberculosis. Do not 
wait until cough and weakness ap- 


pear.

ISS IRENE McINTIRE, now 
beginning her sixteenth year 
as visiting nurse for the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society, has arrived at 
some conclusions and convictions 
on health and behavior problems 
of very young children that ought 
to be instructive to parents who are 
puzzled about the health and be- 
havior of one child or an average 
family of young ones. The family 
Miss McIntire has ministered to 
over the years numbers at least 
2000, counting only the very little 
ones who are her special charges. 
All children under two years of 
age while wards of the Society 
are regarded as health problems to 
be visited and watched by the nurse 
whether well babies or not. Miss 
McIntire is expected to turn them 
over at that age with good health 
and behavior habits to the general 
case workers or if they are not 
in good health, to continue re- 
sponsible for that part of the child’s 
care as long as it remains a ward 
of the society. 


Her dealings are entirely with 
children placed in foster homes, 
with adjustment of strange par- 
ents to strange children, that might 
be expected to involve more com- 
plicated problems than where a 
child is born into a home, but real- 
ly doesn’t because there is a cer- 
tain element of selectiveness in the 
ease of the foster home that can 
be governed by just the expert judg- 
ment and experience Miss MclIn- 
tire has acquired. 

“We take children born into un- 
suitable. homes, homes that have 
broken up or temporarily fallen 


on evil days, a home where.a child 
is not wanted or cannot be pro- 
vided for, and place it where, for 
one reason or another, it is want- 
ed,” explained Miss MclIntire. 
“Matching children to the types 
of homes in which they will do 
best is quite a fascinating game, 
but it is rather simple, consisting 
mainly of not placing future col- 
lege material with foster parents 
who would not understand precoci- 
ousness, and not placing children 
who are retarded with families 
who would expect more mental ca- 
pacity than the child is able to de- 
liver and so. develop in him inferior- 
ity complexes. 

“Happily,” she said, “Children’s 
Aid, a private agency supported by 
United Charities, is just as its name 
implies, an agency for helping chil- 
dren over temporary periods of mis- 
fortune. When it is obviously a 
case of prolonged dependency, the 
Board of Children’s Guardians, sup- 
ported by taxes, takes over. Most of 
our children are reclaimed by their 
natural parents when times get bet- 
ter for them, although also we do 
adoptive placing, and that, of 
course, is final. I am concerned 
with those being boarded in private 
homes or being prepared for adop- 
tion.”

fore they can talk or understand 
talk, they do understand, form 
opinions and impressions of things 
going on about them and begin to 
form habit patterns accordingly. 

“They know what they can get 
away with at the hands of elders,” 
she said. “And do you think babies 
forget? No, ma’am! They don’t. I 
know this because I am always 
present at the clinic at their im- 
munizations against children’s dis- 
eases, I have to make friends with 
them all over again when I meet 
them in their homes. They squawl 
and take the antagonistic attitude, 
‘You had something to do with that 
painful experience.’ ” 

“How do you make friends with 
an antagonistic baby?” I wanted 
to know. 

“Well, not by gushing over them,” 
she responded. “Any mother will 
tell you how her child who is most 
friendly with familiar persons will 
refuse to respond and ‘show off’ be- 
fore visitors, 2specially if coaxed. 
You have to leave it to a child's 
natural curiosity to make the ap- 
proaches.” 

At the’ same time, Miss McIntire 
maintained, a baby must be encour- 
aged toward sociability. 

“Babies don’t flourish on hy- 
giene and nothing else. The theory 
that they should be washed, fed, 
put back to bed and left alone is 
exploded. The effect of this is seen 
on institutionalized children, where 
they cannot be given enough indi- 
vidual attention. Babies left to 
themselves become 
their individuality lost. I have 
seen it happen so often, children 
taken from institutions, listless, 
stupid, blossoming into normal, 
happy individuals in private homes. 
That’s why we think our foster 
home system for dependent chil- 
drent superior to the institution. 
Any institution supervisor will tell 
you private home care is preferable 
if it is available. 

“The old idea that children should 
be seen and not heard is éxploded 
too,” continued the nurse. “They 
must be seen and they should be 
heard. There should be a give 
and take of attention without, of 
course, the baby claiming more 
than his share. We have one child 
who had been in the care of a 
doting grandmother. She carried 
it constantly on her hip as she 
cooked, as she went about all her 
household chores. When we had 
to place this infant in a foster 
home, he had acquired such a de- 
mand for attention, he couldn't be 
satisfied, had to be trained all over 
again to a routine. He wore two 
foster mothers out before one was 
found who could effect the happy 
medium between over-sentimental- 
ized attention and plain, sensible 
routine.”

in baby training. 

“They should be got up in the 
morning at seven. With that habit, 
when they come to school age, there 
isn't the hardship cf getting them 
up, confusion and rush about get- 
ting off to school. Babies under 
six months should have two naps 
a day, not too long, so they will be 
ready for bed time at seven and 
sleep all night.” 

“And if the baby does wake up, 
cries and demands to be taken up 
and walked?” the nurse was asked.

“UNLESS THERE is a reason for 
restlessness, some iliness or real 
discomfort, the infant should be al- 
lowed to cry his cry out alone, That 
is one of the most difficult points 
on which we have to convince fos- 
ter parents. Resorting to pacifiers 
and walking the baby only encour- 
ages its crying habit. 

“The same treatment goes for 
crying spells and tantrums at any 
time. Tantrums and crying are 
generally attention-getting mechan- 
isms. Without an audience crying 
loses its charm. Ignoring the child 
or isolating him is the surest cure. 
One of our foster mothers has 
evolved a successful method of deal- 
ing with a cry baby. She takes her 
to the bathroom, shuts the door, 
leaves her, telling her she may cry 
there as long as she pleases. The 
youngster soon decides she'd rather 
be quiet outside.” 


Next to routine schedules, Miss 
McIntire rated “simple, adequate 
diet” as important. 

“A quart of milk a day, plenty of 
vegetables—pureed, of course—and 
not highly seasoned, just a little 
butter. Enough sugar is provided 
by the vegetables although a little, 
simple dessert such as jello, is per- 
missible. If a child under two nev- 
er tastes candy or ice cream, 80 
much the better for him: then he’ll 
not cry for heavy sweets.”

“By spanking,” she said, “a moth- 
er simply admits her own defeat, It 
is pretty difficult to reason, but a 
good firm yes or no can mean a lot, 
First a mother must convince her- 
self of what she means and have 
the confidence to carry it through. 
If a mother gets into the habit of 
saying, ‘No, no, don’t do that,’ with- 
out being in deadly earnest about it, 
a child cannot be blamed if he does 
not know the meaning of ‘no.’ A 
good old fashioned spanking has its 
place when a mother has exhausted 
every other method of control, but 
only as the last resort. Chair sit- 
ting, isolation and ignoring the try- 
ing child are better.”

The 10 of clubs was therefore led 
from dummy to make it appear to 
East that a finesse was contem- 
plated. Still under the impression 
that speed was the watchword, 
East immediately dropped a low 
club and declarer. romped home 
with nine tricks. 

Of course, East should have 
known that the contract was 
doomed to defeat. The rule of 11 
should have told him that South 
had only one spade higher than 
the six and that after the ‘first 
trick the spade suit was solid. 
The abandonment of the heart suit 
should have told him also that his 
partner had an established heart. 
Had he taken the ace of clubs he 
could have been sure of at least 
three more spades and his part- 
,ner’s heart winner.
